TALKS are set to take place 
to remove once and for all 
one of the town’s most noto¬ 
rious eyesores. 

MP Hugh Robertson, Swale and 
Faversham councillors and Network 
Rail are all set to come together to 
tackle the graffiti problems which 
plague the Long Bridge - Britain’s 
longest railway footbridge. 

Councillors want to remove the pan¬ 
els on the side of the bridge which 
have been a magnet for spray-painted 
obscenities for several years. 

The bridge over the railway links

the town centre and Preston Street 
with residential areas north of the A2 
including the Love Lane Estate and is 
used by many pedestrians on a daily 
basis. 

But at night it is a place many avoid 
because of the gangs of youths who 
congregate there. 

It is widely seen as a real blot on the 
landscape for the town. 

Councillors say the removal of the 
panels - which do not support the 
structure of the bridge - is the only 


way to get rid of the problem. 

The first attempt to make the bridge 
more attractive saw artwork by local 
schools painted on the side. But this 
was defaced and Network Rail 
responded by painting the panels blue. 

However, all this resulted in was the 
creation of a “canvas” for vandals. 

Ward councillor and Swale’s environ¬ 
ment portfolio holder Cindy Davis said 
the situation is now worse than ever. 

“The blue paint is peeling off and 
there are crude scrawls all over the 
place,” she said.

Kail Search 'McFly' 
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Speed cameras 
show no-one is 
above the law

MORE than 20 petrolhead 
police officers have fallen 
foul of the county’s eagle- 
eyed network of speed cam¬ 
eras in the past three years, 
it has emerged. 

Figures released by Kent Police in 
response to a Freedom of 
Information request from KOS 
Media show 24 officers have received 
fixed penalty notices for exceeding 
the speed limit since 2007. 

Nearly half of these notices were 
issued while the officer was on duty 
On a further four cases it is ‘not 
known’ if the officer was on duty or 
not. 

The law-breaking officers range in 
rank from PC to inspector and serve 
at forces across Kent, including Mid 
Kent and Force HQ in Maidstone. 

Four officers from the Mid Kent 
division - which includes Maidstone 
and Swale - were fined for speeding 
in the last two years. 

Two PCs were caught breaking the 
speed limit while on duty in May, 
2007, then a sergeant was nabbed in 
October of that year, before a PC was 
caught in April this year speeding 
while off duty. Eight officers who 
work at the Force HQ in Sutton 
Road, Maidstone, were issued with 
fixed penalty notices during the 
same period. 

This included two PCs on duty in 
October, 2007, three PCs and two 
inspectors in February this year, who 
were all off duty, and a PC in May 
this year, who was also off duty. 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy 
Adams said the true number of 
speeding officers was likely to be 
higher, as regulations requiring offi¬ 
cers to report fixed penalty notices 
only came into effect last December.

He added: “It is important to recog¬ 
nise that where an officer with Kent 
police cannot provide a lawful reason 
for activating a safety camera, he or 
she will be issued with a fixed penal¬ 
ty notice or court summons. 

“Our Kent Standard sets out the 
service and standards the public can 
expect from Kent police. Kent police 
has vigorous checks and balances to 
ensure officers drive lawfully. When 
they don’t they face the same penal¬ 
ties as anyone else.” 

According to a spokesman for 
Speedcameras.org, the figures sup¬ 
ported their call for speed cameras to 
be discontinued. 

He said: “It’s of no surprise to learn 
that police officers also exceed the 
speed limit, just like the other two 
million ordinary members of the 
public who get fined each year. 

“It proves that even officers are 
just as likely to fall foul of the 
overzealous placement of speed cam¬ 
eras and mobile traps. 

“If these professional upholders of 
law can wander above the speed 
limit then what hope do the rest of us 
have? 

“Speed limits should not be policed 
in such a cold, robotic fashion.”

Gardeners working in allotments 
near to Stonebridge Pond were told to 
leave while the explosive device was 
blown up in Faversham Creek on 
Sunday afternoon by members of the 
bomb disposal squad. 

Police officers issued instructions to 
the allotment-holders just before 
experts blew up the device. 

It is thought to be a bomb from the 
Second World War and it was discov¬ 
ered in the mud of the tributary lead¬ 
ing to the pond at about 4.45pm.

AMONG the visitors to Brogdale’s

make a programme about the fruit 
farm. 

It is due to be broadcast in 
December as part of a Great Days 
Out series. 

A total of 3,000 people, almost dou¬ 
ble last year’s figure, attended the 
event where visitors were able to tour 
the orchards, and taste 50 varieties of 
cherries grown at the horticultural 
gardens near Faversham.

Following the closure of the store it 
will now be operating from the car 
park of Macknades Fine Foods, in 
Selling Road, Faversham, which is 
opposite the Shell petrol station.

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LEGAL ROW: Labour councillors have called on Swale's Tories to apologise for alleged "mismanagement" of senior staff 


THE row over the protracted and 
costly sacking of the previous chief 
executive of Swale council has taken 
a new twist. 

Labour members have called on the ruling 
Conservative group to apologise for what they 
call the “mismanagement” of senior staff. 

The move follows the revelation that more 
than £231,000 from council coffers was spent 
on legal fees during the process of removing the 
top man at the local authority. 

Former chief executive Mark Bilsborough 
was eventually sacked after a long-running saga 
which started when he was suspended after 
complaints from other senior staff. 

Following an interim appointment Abdool 
Kara has now assumed the role full time. 

Labour leader Angela Harrison said the cost 
of the sacking was revealed at a meeting of the 
council last Wednesday. 

She said: “Of course, this (the £231,000) only 
partly covers the true costs to the people of 
Swale. It is history now that these costs were 
incurred in the first place by the mismanage¬ 
ment of the chief executive’s appointment and 
then by the mistakes made in resolving some of 
the issues. 

“Our group asks people to consider how much 
more beneficial this sum of nearly a £250,000 
could have been to the community. 

“Perhaps we need not have been left out of the 
free-swimming programme, or maybe residents 
in Sittingboume and Faversham need not have 


had their residents’ parking fees hiked. Add to 
that Swale has suffered from a lack of clear 
direction for far too long and the bungling over 
the recent chief executive has only added to this 
failing.” 

But Conservative leader Andrew Bowles said 
the cost was determined by necessary legal pro¬ 
ceedings. 

He said: “Once you get into the due legal 
process you have to pay the cost incurred. 

“I don’t think we had any great influence over 
the money which was spent when we got into 
the legal proceedings. In any case, the appoint¬ 


ment was carried out with the full consultation 
of all the party leaders. From the moment this 
started they were kept fully informed. 

“I accept that some of the backbenchers were 
not, but this was a necessary part of the proce¬ 
dure. Again this action was taken on legal 
advice.” 

Cllr Bowles also denied that services and 
council tax charges were affected in any way by 
the cash outlay. 

“The legal costs came out of reserves avail¬ 
able to us - not from money which was due to 
be spent on any projects,” he said. 


FAVERSHAM could this month lose its 
record for the highest temperature in the 
UK, according to weather forecasters. 

The existing record is 101F (38.5C) set 
in the town on August 10, 2003. 

But Met Office forecasters are predict¬ 
ing a heatwave in the second week of 
August - with the potential for the 
record to be reached or even passed. 

Experts are predicting a late summer 
sunshine bonanza with soaring temper¬ 
atures and sunny skies. 

They say there is even optimism the 
long hot summer we were promised by 
forecasters earlier this year could finally 
arrive. And the chance of a heatwave by 
the second week of August is a distinct 
possibility with the mercury topping 90F 
(32C). 

And the experts say it could go up from 
there making a new record UK high a 
real possibility. 

Settle down 

“Although it’s too early to forecast 
what will happen during the whole 
month, as we head into August it looks 
like it will settle down, “ said Met Office 
forecaster John Hammond. 

“There will be plenty of sunshine and 
things will dry out. Let’s hope we can get 
up to those temperatures we enjoyed 
during Wimbledon fortnight and we may 
even see that barbecue summer yet.” 

Weather expert Jonathan Powell also 
predicts the poor weather will soon end. 

“With the jet stream’s position still 
unfavourable, the unsettled weather 
continues, although change may be on 
the horizon,” he said. 

And he has forecast Britain will bask 
in a heatwave by the middle of August. 

“The second week of August is promis¬ 
ing to potentially reach the warmest day 
on record,” Mr Powell said.

understand he is in the process of 
setting up a meeting with Network 
Rail - and what we really want to 
see is the panels removed.

‘We have had a lot of success in 
tackling the problems of graffiti in 
the town centre and some offenders 
have been caught. 

“But I don’t think anyone has 
ever been apprehended for defac¬ 
ing the bridge. 

“There are three stairwells which 
make it easy for vandals to get 
away if they see someone in 
authority coming.”

Abandoned pets 
falling victim to 
creiit crunch 


ANIMAL charities are reporting 
their worst year on record as 
funding dries up and increasing 
numbers of pets are abandoned. 

Julie Dickson from Canterbury and 
District Cats Protection said: “This year has 
definitely been the worst on record. There 
has been a marked difference. 

“It hasn’t just been the usual cases of peo¬ 
ple moving and leaving their cats behind.” 

And it is not only cats. The Lord Whisky 
Animal Sanctuary in Stelling Minnis is hav¬ 
ing similar problems because of the down¬ 
turn. 

The organisation’s founder, Margaret Todd 
MBE, said: “One of the biggest problems in 
people who are having their houses repos¬ 
sessed. 

“They don’t want to get rid of their pets but 
they can’t find anywhere to rent where they 
can take animals with them, so more people 
are leaving animals with us.” 

According to the two sanctuaries, pets can 
often end up in their care with horrendous 
vet bills, as owners face the choice of putting 
animals down or giving them away. 

Mrs Dickson said: “I think the record that 
we have paid to save the life of one cat has 
been £1,500. 

“In the recession if people are facing that 
kind of bill, I’m afraid the cat is going to be

the first one to be sacrificed when people 
need to provide a roof over their heads and 
feed the children.” 

And the pet charities are also facing mas¬ 
sive funding shortfalls as the recession bites. 

Mrs Dickson said: ‘We have increased the 
amount of fund-raising events we are doing 
this year because it has been so chronic, but 
they are not bringing in as much as they 
would have done. 

We recently had an open day which raised 
£150, whereas a similar event last year 
raised £400. 

“And all this pressure comes right in the 
middle of kitten season, when cats which 
have not been neutered are being delivered 
to sanctuaries complete with a litter of kit¬ 
tens.” 

Both sanctuaries recommend taking out 
pet insurance to reduce the burden of unex¬ 
pected vet bills, neutering or spaying pets to 
avoid unwanted offspring and microchipping 
animals so they can be returned.

The case was adjourned for probation 
reports. 


Bathers blown out to sea 

HIGH winds gave bathers a scare on Sunday 
when four people were swept out to sea. 

Two people in a dinghy were blown away 
from land near Swalecliffe. 

The Whitstable lifeboat was called just 
after 2pm but a good Samaritan in a speed¬ 
boat was already trying to tow the pair 
ashore. The lifeboat crew picked them up and 
returned them to the launching ramp from 
Seaview Caravan Park in Swalecliffe. 

As they were being set ashore the lifeboat 
received details of a 999 call reporting two 
more people being blown seawards. 

Two girls, aged 14 and 15, had been left 
stranded nearly half a kilometre out to sea in 
an inflatable dinghy and a rubber ring. 

The girls were taken aboard the lifeboat 
and returned to their anxious parents. 

Boy rescued from tree 

A BOY’S tree-climbing evening had unin¬ 
tended consequences when fire-fighters had 
to be called to help him. 

The 12-year-old had scaled a tree in Brook 
Close, Greenhill, near Heme Bay, but then 
found he couldn’t get back down again.

Q 


Can you tell us about your position? 


A I volunteer as a driver for the social car 
scheme, which involves helping to take 
people to and from hospital, doctor, dentist and 
other essential visits. 

I also work as a volunteer befriender, visiting 
a housebound person in their home to keep 
them company. This could be meeting people 
who are disabled, or elderly, and giving them a 
vital lifeline to the outside world. 

My third role within CVS is as a volunteer 
receptionist one morning a week. 


Q 


What are your responsibilities? 


A My driving role involves making sure peo¬ 
ple get to the destination in time for 
appointments and get home safely. 

Where people need a little more assistance I 
may need to help them, for example, find out 
where in the hospital they need to go. 

In reception I need to direct people to correct 
places for meetings, direct phone calls to the 
correct staff members, take messages for staff 
and give verbal information about our work or 
give leaflets for specific jobs. I am also a friend¬ 
ly face for anyone who drops in. 

| What do you like most about your work? 

A I enjoy meeting a variety of different peo¬ 
ple in all my roles, particularly in the driv¬ 


ing role where there is quite often a journey of 
half an hour or more, which gives us a chance 
to chat and sometimes to help calm the client 
if they are nervous about hospital visits. 

I find it a really rewarding position. 

Q What is the single most important thing you have 
worked on? 

A Everyone’s needs are important but I think 
possibly the most difference I made was a 
lady I once met in my driving role. 

I took her up for a hospital visit as a result of 
a non-accidental eye injury. 

When she needed to go to Maidstone the 
next day for further treatment I was able to 
arrange to go with her as a driver so that she 
had a familiar face with her to help her and 
not another stranger. 

Because of her circumstances I felt that I 
had made a great difference to her and I cer¬ 
tainly think she welcomed having the same 
person to take her twice. 

SWALE Council for Voluntary Services (CVS) in Sittingbourne 
helps people who would like to do voluntary work. 

The service opened in 1972 and offers advice and placements 
to people interested in becoming volunteers and advice, 
training and support to organisations looking for volunteer 
help. The centre, in Central Avenue, can put people in touch 
with dozens of community or voluntary organisations 
Swale CVS also runs the social car scheme, to help people

How do you enjoy living in Swale? 


A I enjoy living in Swale because generally 
people where I live tend to be friendly. I 
find quite a lot to do through church and my 
church choir. 

Because I drive I don’t find transport a prob¬ 
lem, but I know others do, particularly in the 
evenings. There is a great variety of opportuni¬ 
ties in terms of societies to join in the area and 
there are a lot of like-minded people to meet 
through these societies to share your interests 
with.

How do you relax? 


A At home I relax mainly by watching televi¬ 
sion and reading. I sometimes listen to 
classical and religious music. I also sing with a 
choir and I attend church regularly.

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Regulator tells 
water firms 
to drop prices 


WATER companies in Kent could be 
forced to slash bills by as much as 
ten per cent over the next five years. 

The industry regulator Ofwat published its 
draft responses to firms’ business plans last 
week, with all five providing water and sewer¬ 
age services in Kent told to either cut or freeze 
the amount they expect customers to pay. 

Homeowners served by South East Water 
could see their bills go down by an average of 
six per cent by 2015 - or from £170 to £160 - 
compared with the £48 increase proposed by 
the company. 

The draft response also calls for Southern 
Water bills to go down by an average of two

per cent to £373 (£426 proposed), while cus¬ 
tomers served by Veolia Water Southeast - for¬ 
merly Folkestone and Dover Water - could see 
reductions of ten per cent, down to £177 (£226 
proposed). 

All calculations are before inflation. 

Draft 

Karen Gibbs, the Consumer Council for Water’s 
policy manager for London and the South 
East, welcomed Ofwat’s recommendations. 

She said: “It looks like good news for cus¬ 
tomers. Ofwat appears to be saying the compa-

nies can deliver good services without having 
to increase bills as much as proposed in their 
business plans. 

“Now the companies and the CCW will have 
to look at where Ofwat has challenged invest¬ 
ment proposals to see how that will impact on 
services and whether it will alter the amount 
spent on what customers see as priority areas. 

“This is the first time the CCW has been 
involved in price setting and we were aware 
huge price increases would not be welcome in 
the current economic climate.” 

Four of Kent’s five water companies released 
statements on Thursday saying they had noted 
Ofwat’s draft response and would consider its 
views ahead of a final decision in November. 


But Thames Water reacted angrily to the 
report. The company wanted to increase its 
average bills by 17 per cent to £356 by 2015 but 
has instead been asked to keep them stable. 

Chief executive David Owens said: “Initial 
indications suggest the draft may not allow us 
to deliver what customers want. 

“For example, this means we won’t be able to 
reduce leakage at all over the next five years.” 

Ofwat chief executive Regina Finn said: “We 
understand times are hard and have listened 
to customers. They want a safe, reliable water 
supply at reasonable cost. 

“Our decisions allow efficient, well-run com¬ 
panies to invest in the right place at the right 
time for the right price.” 



Michelle's friends are going the extra mile 


TWO friends have pledged to run 10k to 
help a friend battling cancer for the third 
time. 

Adam Dudley and Nigel Scott will 
tackle the Leeds Castle 10k run in 
September in support of Michelle 
Borrett, who was diagnosed with skin 
cancer 18 years ago. 

Michelle, 38, who lives near the pair in 
Walderslade, had a cancerous mole 
removed when she was 20. 

After being told the cancer hadn’t 
spread, she went on to marry Gary and 


have a daughter, Grace, now eight, but in 
spring 2005 Michelle found a lump in her 
groin and investigations revealed the 
cancer had returned. 

Despite surgery to remove 22 lymph 
nodes, Michelle has now been told the 
cancer has spread to her brain and the 
future looks uncertain. 

The two friends - who admit they are 
not natural-bom runners - will run the 
Cancer Research UK event on Sunday, 
September 27, in the picturesque 
grounds of the castle, near Maidstone. 


Adam, 43, an IT support analyst, said: 
“I admit I’m not the most active person. 
Training for the 10k is the first real exer¬ 
cise I’ve undertaken in more than ten 
years, which goes some way to showing 
how important this is to me.” 

Cancer Research UK’s Run 10k is one 
of a series of 43 fundraising events in the 
UK this autumn. It is hoped 2,000 partic¬ 
ipants will enter the Maidstone event to 
hit the fundraising target of £138,654.

JUDGING humanity while in a 
queue at Tesco is not the most life- 
affirming activity but this week I 
found myself - plastic-packeted 
houmous, rocket salad and avocado 
in hand - in that very position. 

It amazes me that we seem to have stripped 
day-to-day life of human interaction. 

We have reached the end of the self-service 
decade - in banks, supermarkets, in the driver’s 
seat, on buses, while juggling our iPhones, MP3s, 
sat-navs and other unfathomable electronic 
gadgets that tell us whether we need to take 
more steps, eat more fruit, turn left, breathe... 

“Please insert your credit or debit card” 
comes from eight checkouts, while a bland- 
sounding robot with no discemable accent 
drones “incorrect item” in the bagging area, 
while one girl (who cannot be more than 16 
but is very much alive) sits as a puppet- 
master, chewing gum, watching over these 


automatic time-saving machines. It won’t scan 
your pasta salad, madam? Please enter 
authentication code. The machine under¬ 
stands the barcode. 

This march of technology has become more 
of a sprint. I remember at the end of the 1990s, 
in sixth form, a friend telling me that her 
phone could send texts (TEXTS?) if you just 
typed what you wanted to say on the screen. 

In a very short space of time we have become 
nothing more than ASL, CYAL8R, B4N. 

We scan our own salads, marvel at paying in 
cheques through a shiny silver slot, interact 
with each other through a series of scrambled 
letters and numbers. Why? To save time, of 
course! But time for what? 

A week ago I stood at London Bridge station, 
where a sign told me I must buy my ticket 
before boarding or run a gauntlet of fines. 

Drivers no longer chat, take your money or 
comment on the weather. They drive. That is 
their title and that is what they do. 

I asked a question about my stop and the 
driver (note, no conductors anymore, automat¬ 


ic devices can save a year’s salary) said “The 
bus will tell you”. Minutes later, far too close to 
a man who had never heard of deodorant, I 
find the bus speaks. Again, that blandest of 
accents warns you when your stop is near. 

Soon the buses will be driverless, navigating 
the city’s streets using magnets embedded in 
the road. Passengers will determine their pick¬ 
up point using Bluetooth technology. And that 
is not Orwellian thinking. That is fact. 

And so I wonder what it would be like to go 
back a decade, before the internet (how did we 
ever do anything before that?) before mobile 
phones, before everything had been over¬ 
complicated in an effort to over-simplify. 

Progress is unending and corresponds to our 
view that we are endlessly perfectible. 

Yet from my position in the supermarket 
queue, I would choose imperfection in the 
blink of an eye.

What's so good about anime? 

What really separates anime, or Japanese animation, 
from British or American cartoons is the sheer broad¬ 
ness of what's on offer. There are shows and films for all 
age groups, covering every type of story; action, 
romance, horror and even cookery! It also maintains an 
emphasis on hand-drawn animation, which is becoming 
lost as more emphasis is placed on computer-animation. 

What got you interested in it? 

After growing up with American cartoons, I began to 
take notice of anime for the darker, more grown-up 
stories, like Katsuhiro Otomo's Akira. Initially I had to 
seek out new shows or films on my own, but joining the 
Anime Society allowed me to become more aware of 
what was available. 

Can you watch too much anime? 

I've never actually had the free time or the mental focus 
to sit through one of our society's mammoth weekend 
showings. Watching a complete 14-hour series back to 
back is probably guite an experience, particularly if it is 
anything like Evangelion - complex, intensely psychologi¬ 
cal and with an ending that doesn't really make sense! 

What anime do you like? 

I'm a huge fan of Hayao Miyazaki, a film-maker who has 
received a lot of praise outside Japan for making big, 
sweeping, colourful films with strong, moral stories.

Stay safe in the sun 


6 . 


As soon as the warm weather arrives 
we all want to go out and enjoy it - 
and why shouldn't we? We all spend far 
too much time in air conditioned offices 
gazing wistfully out of the window. 

But whether we are enjoying some sun in 
the Med or in our back garden we still 
need to protect ourselves. 

Skin cancer is one of the most common 
cancers in the UK. Right now, around 
1,700 people are being treated for 
malignant melanoma and other skin 
cancers in the eastern and coastal 
Kent region. 


Cover skin with clothing giving 
good protection - examples are 
longsleeved shirts and loose 
clothing with a close weave. 

7. Seek shade, but remember sunburn 
can occur even when in partial 
shade or when cloudy. 

8 . Wear wrap-around sunglasses. 

9. Remember certain prescribed drugs, 
medicines, foods, cosmetics and plant 
materials can also make people more 
sensitive to sunlight. 

Coping with sunburn 


Be prepared for 
a heatwave 


IT'S not just the sun that can be our foe 
as well as our friend. Continued 
humidity, especially during a heatwave, 
can be dangerous too. 

The heat can affect anyone, but some 
people run a greater risk of serious 
harm, especially the very young, older 
people and those with serious illnesses. 

It can make heart and respiratory 
problems worse and in extreme cases can 
lead to heat stroke, which can be fatal. 

To stay safe: 


15 . Drink cold drinks like water or fruit 
juice regularly and avoid tea, coffee 
and alcohol. 

16 . Stay tuned to the weather forecast 
and plan ahead with supplies - 
think of elderly neighbours who 
may need help with supplies. 

17 . Identify the coolest room in the 
house to cool down or sleep in. 

18 . People with respiratory problems 
should stay inside during the hottest 
part of the day. 



Most skin cancers are caused by 
damage from sunburn and could easily 
be prevented. 

1. Apply sunblocks or sunscreens with 
high sun protection factors (at least 
factor 15). 


Sunburn is when your skin overheats 
and becomes red and painful and may 
later peel or blister. 

If you get sunburn: 

• Cool the skin down by dabbing it 
with a cool, wet towel or tissue. 


2. Take extra care with children - use 
factor 30 plus. For babies use factor 
50 plus. 


_ 3. Apply generously and reapply 

frequently, especially after activities 
such as swimming or towelling. 



Wear a wide-brimmed hat to 
reduce exposure to the face, eyes, 
head and neck. 

Limit the amount of time you spend 
in the sun, particularly between 
11am and 3pm. 


• If really bad, take a quick cold shower. 

• Don't go back into the sun until 
you've healed. 

• Drink plenty of fluids to replace the 
water lost through sweating and to 
cool down. 

• Apply calamine or after-sun lotion. 

• For adults, painkillers such as 
paracetamol or ibuprofen can help 
relieve pain and reduce swelling.

Enjoy your barbeque 
in safety 


WHAT better way to enjoy a balmy 
evening than some healthy barbecue 
food with friends? 

Just don't become one of the 965 cases of 
people in east Kent turned up at accident 
and emergency with food poisoning last 
year - that doesn't include those who 
suffered nasty fire-related injuries either! 

When you're cooking on a barbecue, 
make sure you: 

19 . Place your barbecue on a level 
surface, away from plants and 
trees. 

20 . Cover the bottom of your barbecue 
with coal to a depth of no more 
than 5cm (2in). 

21 . Use only recognised firelighters 
or starter fuel, and then only on 
cold coals. 

22 . Wait until coals are glowing red 
with a powdery grey surface before 
you start cooking. 

Wash your hands every time you 
touch raw meat and keep it 
separate from other foods. 

Properly thaw frozen meat before 
you cook it. 

Turn meat regularly and move 
it around the barbecue to cook 
it evenly. 

Remember that meat is safe to eat 
only when it is piping hot in the 
centre, there is no pink meat visible 
and the juices are clear. 

Keep prepared food in the fridge 
wherever possible and don't leave 
it out in the sun.

Avoid bringing back the 
worst kind of souvenir 


A sexually transmitted infection (STI) or 
unintended pregnancy can be the worst 
kind of souvenir to bring home. Last 
year, more than 2,500 sexually 
transmitted infections were diagnosed in 
east Kent genitourinary medicine clinics. 

28 . Always buy a pack of condoms in 
addition to your normal 
contraception. 

29 . Vomiting, diarrhoea, and some 
medicines, including some 
antibiotics and some anti-malaria 
drugs can make the contraceptive 
pill and some contraceptive 
implants less effective so always use 
a condom to help protect against 
pregnancy and STIs. 

30 . Only buy condoms with the CE 
mark on the packet. 

31 . Keep condoms away from 
oil-based products such as suntan 
lotion, baby oil and lipstick. 

32 . Store condoms in a cool, 
dry place.

Have fun outdoors

For most people, stings and bites from 
insects are painful but harmless. However, 
if you also experience symptoms 
anywhere else you may be having an 
allergic reaction and should seek 
emergency medical treatment. 

33 . Remove the sting as soon as possible 
with your fingers or tweezers. 

34 . Bee stings have a poisonous sac so 
take care not to puncture it as you 
remove the sting. 

35 . Wash the area with soap and water. 

36 . Put a cold flannel on the area. 

37 . Raise the part of the body that 

has been stung or bitten to prevent 
swelling. 

38 . Use a spray, or cream, containing 
local anaesthetic or antihistamine on 
the affected area to help prevent 
itching and swelling. 

39 . Take painkillers, such as 
paracetamol (if the sting or bite is 
very painful). 

40 . Don't scratch the area, as it may 
become infected. 

41 . Consult your GP if redness and 
itching does not clear up after 
48 hours.

Regain your balance in Rockies 



MAJESTIC: The Rockies make an impressive backdrop to views well worth hiking for, but don't forget bear spray

MY LUNGS were on fire as I 
forced one foot in front of the other. 
If exhaustion didn’t get me, I won¬ 
dered if a bear would. 

Not that I’d seen one on my hour-long hike 
through the Canadian wilderness, but with 
plenty of warnings about such beasts in the 
area, I couldn’t be too careful. 

I’d hiked through the Rockies two years ear¬ 
lier and barely broken a sweat, so I wondered 
if the time between visits had left me out of 
shape. 

“One more step and I’ll reach the summit,” I 
thought, but the track kept getting steeper, 
winding off into the distance. The roar of a cas¬ 
cading stream to my left was a driving sound¬ 
track as I forced myself on. 

With lungs gasping for breath, I reached my 
destination: the source of the waterfall - a 
sheer stone wall, water bubbling through the 
gap at its base. 

At first sight, the hike had seemed simple 
until I realised later we were 7,200 feet above 
sea level. As Ben Nevis is an estimated 4,000 
feet, it’s little wonder I found it a struggle. 

Based at peaceful Mount Engadine Lodge, 
half an hour’s drive from one of Canada’s most 
beautiful towns, Canmore, I was relieved to 
see our hosts had bear spray ready to ward off 
unwanted gatecrashers. 

It’s off the beaten track, and the lack of TVs 
and phone reception leaves some guests feel¬ 
ing a little cut-off, but if you want a break from 
civilisation, this is the perfect retreat. 

After two idyllic days of picture-postcard 
views, I headed for Rafter Six Ranch Resort, 
between Calgary and Banff, for a horse ride to 
remember. 


This three-and-a-half-hour trek was not for 
the faint of heart, and with an often-difficult 
course over tricky terrain, it made for a mem¬ 
orable, albeit taxing experience. Experienced 
riders will love it. 

The following day was the summer solstice, 
a time for trying new things, as our yoga guide 
told us. 

Icefield Tours, about two hours’ drive from 
the heart of Banff, offers an unforgettable hel¬ 
icopter ride over some of the world’s most 
breathtaking scenery. While some marry 
there, or go hiking, I was keen to try heli-yoga. 

Our guide Martha was a tribute to the power 
of yoga. She turned 50 that week, but could 
have passed for mid-30s. 

The breathtaking helicopter journey over 
winding aquamarine lakes and a sea of trees 
framed by the monumental Rockies was soon 


balanced by utter calm. We touched down in a 
deserted field that would have looked at home 
in Little House On The Prairie. 

It was an unlikely setting in which to be 
practising back arches, standing on one leg or 
‘saluting the sun’. 

While having lunch by a babbling stream, I 
realised this was one of those rare trips which, 
unlike some of my yoga moves, was perfectly 
balanced. 

Thanks to Martha’s instructions, I alleviated 
my back pain and strengthened under-used 
muscles. It was one of the high points of this 
trip - or indeed any trip. 

After three visits to Alberta, my ongoing love 
affair with this jewel in the Canadian crown 
shows no sign of abating. I may not have 
dropped a decade like my yoga guru did, but 
days there nudged my clock back a few weeks.

O HEADSHRINKERS0F 
THE AMAZON Five 
SUPERSIZERS, ANCIENT 
ROME 

BBC Two, 12.20am, Friday 

FIVE upped the stakes with Channel 
4 in the ever-more-provocative and 
outrageous programme titles race 
with its Thursday night offering - 
Headshrinkers of the Amazon. 

Reporter Piers Gibbon found 
himself in a remote Ecuadorian 
village in search of shamen, with the 
possibility that his own brain would 
come back reduced, rather than 
enlightened, by the experience. 

Fortunately, and perhaps 
unsurprisingly, he escaped unscathed 
and the Shuar villagers seemed more 
than welcoming, no doubt not used 
to having too many Western visitors 
these days. 

The most disturbing part of it all 
was archive footage by a Polish 
explorer, Edmundo Bielawski, of an 
apparent head-shrinking ritual in 
motion, which was the cause for 
Gibbon’s foray into the rainforest. 

Perhaps this is how people who 
tune into rolling news coverage feel? 
The 1960s flickering images from the 
old film added to the eeriness of it all. 

The programme later unravels the 
continuing black market trade in 
‘tsantsas’ or officially shrinked head 
collectibles, all rather gruesome but 
nevertheless watchable. 

The most poignant moment came 
when Gibbon met the widow of a 
man who disappeared after criticising 
the shamen’s ritual, never to be seen 
again. 

Definitely thought-provoking, but 
not while eating your boiled potatoes 
and green beans. 

That particular fare is not 
something the Supersizers, aka Giles

Coren and Sue Perkins, will be likely 
to eat this week as they prepare to 
feast on the delights of ancient Rome 
for the last in the series. 

They travel back to the early days 
of the Roman Empire to live on the 
food of the age and will inhabit a 
villa and don togas to scoff their 
faces through the culinary timeline 
of 44BC to 80AD. 

What I like about this show is that 
even though it sticks to roughly the 
same formula each week the hosts 
are funny and the food cooked up for 
them is always intriguing. 

The wartime episode, which showed 
how people got by on rations, with 
such delights as potato sandwiches 
forming part of an average diet, was 
especially interesting. 

For the Rome experience, Italian 
chef and cookery writer Valentina 
Harris takes to a marble kitchen to 
rustle up delights such as the putrid¬ 
smelling fish sauce garum, the snack 
of iguana meat and other treats.

Call for regulation of 
buy-to-let investors 

IN a recent poll of 550 mortgage brokers, 
more than half of respondents said they 
would like to see buy-to-let regulated by 
the Financial Services Authority 

A total of 54 per cent expressed that

“The scheme is called HomeBuy Direct 
and it dramatically reduces the initial 
purchase cost of a house and improves 
your chance of owning your own home,” 
said Tim Nabbs, sales director for Ward 
Homes. 

“We have around £1.7 million of 
Government funding, together with our 
own contribution of £1.7 million, which 
totals £3.4 million that has to be spent 
on HomeBuy Direct this year. 

“I would advise people to come and 
talk to us to find out if they are eligible 
and we can answer any queries and help 
with the paperwork.” 

The scheme is open to a range of peo¬ 
ple who don’t own their own home. 

Households eligible will be earning 
more than £15,000 and less than 
£60,000. 



Prices raised as buyers 
increase in confidence

HOME-SELLERS raised their 
asking prices this month to meet 
increased demand from buyers, 
according to the operator of the 
UK’s biggest residential property 
website. 

The average cost of a home rose 0.6 per cent 
to £227,864 after falling 0.4 per cent in June, 
Rightmove said in a statement. 

The housing market is showing signs of 
recovery from the worst economic contraction 
in a generation after officials rescued banks 
and started printing money. 

“With growing confidence that we’ve passed 
the bottom, buyers are more active, although 
they may discover that many of the best buys 
have gone,” Miles Shipside, commercial direc¬ 
tor of Rightmove, said in the statement. 

Seven of ten regions tracked by Rightmove 
rose this month. 

The average number of properties available 
for sale at each estate agent fell to 70 per cent 
from 71 in June. 

At the same time the number of people look¬ 
ing at property listings on the site is “much 
higher than we would expect” for this time of 
year, Rightmove said. 

UK mortgage approvals rose to 43,414 in 
May, up from 27,000 in November, the least 
since Bank of England data began a decade 
ago. 

The reading is still about a third less than at 
the start of 2008. 

The Bank of England has cut the bench¬ 
mark interest rate to a record low of 0.5 per 
cent and is buying £125 billion of bonds with 
newly-created money to ease lending strains. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown has spent bil¬ 
lions of pounds rescuing banks. 


‘With only seven volume lenders remaining 
in the lending game, including three 
Government-backed institutions that are pri¬ 
oritising their balance sheets over new lend¬ 
ing, we are set to bump along the bottom for 
some time yet,” Mr Shipside said. 

The economy will grow 0.5 per cent next 
year, up from a previous forecast for a 0.1 per 


cent contraction, according to experts who use 
the same forecasting model as the Treasury. 

They predict Gross Domestic Product will 
drop 4.4 per cent this year, more than an ear¬ 
lier estimate of 3.5 per cent. 

Repossessions may total 17,494 in the third 
quarter, up from 17,049 in the three months 
through June. 


Get deposit to secure mortgage 


LOWER house prices should be good news for 
first-time buyers, but research shows that to 
secure a mortgage, they need an average 
deposit of £32,000. 

Since the onset of the credit crunch almost 
two years ago, lenders have significantly tight¬ 
ened their lending criteria and the number of 
deals has been dwindling. 

The best deals are saved for those with a 
hefty deposit - at least 25 per cent of buyers. 

Research from moneysupermarket.com, the 
price comparison website, shows that some 13 
per cent of 18 to 34 year olds are now thinking 
about buying their first home. 


However, just 25 per cent of potential buyers 
have saved a deposit, which leaves three- 
quarters wondering where the money will 
come from. Many are relying on the ‘bank of 
mum and dad’. 

The figures show 16 per cent are thinking 
about taking out a loan to cover the cost of the 
deposit, but Louise Cuming, head of mort¬ 
gages at moneysupermarket.com, warns that 
this is risky. 

Ms Cuming said: “Taking out a loan to pay 
for a mortgage deposit is a dangerous move 
and must be avoided, even if it means you 
have to delay buying your first home.” 


She explained that if the lender discovers 
where the deposit came from, the mortgage 
application could be rejected. 

In related news, house-builders Bovis, 
Redrow, Barratt and Persimmon last week 
highlighted that the lack of mortgage finance 
continued to hinder a recovery in the housing 
market. 

The latest figures from the Council of 
Mortgage Lenders show that mortgage lend¬ 
ing improved in May. 

However, the number of home loans was still 
28 per cent lower than it was this time last 
year.

Despite a Seat grille and some styling 
tweaks, it can’t help looking like a ‘dodgy Audi’ 
or suffering from the A4’s relatively cramped 
rear seating. But this is quibbling when com¬ 
pared with the benefits: pricing, peerless build 
quality, safety, reliability, a high quality cabin 
- ported over from the even more premium A4 
Cabriolet rather than the saloon/estate - a 
decent boot and a terrific drive. 

The last deserves most praise; Seat engi¬ 
neers chose to change the sporty chassis set¬ 
up of the Audi, which could be irritatingly firm 
in everyday use. There is still a Sport option, 
but our test car had Seat’s standard set-up, 
which delivers a refined ride and responsive 
handling even on challenging roads. 

Our mid-range SE spec car, with its entry 
level 2.0-litre 143PS/141bhp turbodiesel 
(£18,340) and six-speed gearbox also 
impressed with its liveliness, excellent cabin 
refinement and motorway composure - it 
should also average more than 50mpg. 

Equipment levels are lavish, with our SE 
including cruise control, iPod/MP3 port, 
Bluetooth phone connectivity and voice con¬ 
trol, rain sensing wipers, dual-zone climate 
control and smart alloys.

HIGHER road taxes and fuel prices have hit values for used executive models in the management class, making them prime targets for 
buyers covering low mileages and looking for a bit of class and luxury. Our choice is three German rivals synonymous with executive suc¬ 
cess, stylish and surprisingly cheap to maintain due to the upfront build guality. Do your research and take the test drives before driving 
away smoothly in a premium bargain, smug in the knowledge that someone else or a company has borne the brunt of early depreciation. 



MAYBE it is the most staid of our trio, but the E-Class claims the 
highest swank value. Nothing beats a three-pointed star on the bonnet 
at this level. Reliability and quality has been excellent, though the halo 
slipped on the previous 2002-2009 range (pictured) until a facelift in 
2006. Ride and handling is more in the 'comfort zone', but the E-Class 
is nimble enough and the estate is a cavernous and luxurious load- 
lugger. Excellent diesel engines complete a tempting package. 


UNTIL the current A6 range, Audi's 'management motor' struggled 
to match its German rivals for style and image, though fit and finish 
was beyond reproach. However, examples built before the current 
2004 line-up (pictured) can still be incredible bargains. Unless you 
buy the more expensive quattro versions though, an A6 means front- 
wheel drive. Ride and comfort also tends towards hard and 'sport¬ 
ing', but the A6 offers excellent powertrains, particularly diesels. 


BMW and its charismatic badge enjoy the most aspirational image 
with buyers and much credit goes to the 5-Series - a big car yet 
famed for its handling. The previous incarnation (pictured) laid the 
foundations for that and many people still prefer its reserved styling 
to the looks of its successor. The 5-Series also boasts some excellent 
engines, though chronically underpowered four-cylinder petrol 
ex-company car variants are best avoided - whatever the price.
